A Famous Old Camp Sovived 
and Promising Well.

The “Gazette” Sends a Reporter to 
Visit the Mines and Give their True 
Condition—The Truth of the Matter. 


Como went up like a rocket in 1862 
and came down like a stick 
For three years it was as much talked } 
of as Virginia City, and had a popu- 
lation only second to that on the Com- 
stock. It had a street a mile long 
with not a vacant lot. Its hotels were 
commodious, and its saloons crowded. 
A ten stamp mill was built and ore 
from the Whitman mine, which 
assayed into the hundreds, was hauled 
to it and worked. The astonishment 
and distress ot the owners can be im 
agined when it was found that the
